SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Teenager, is classified as objectionable. The publication is based 
on the sexual activities of teenage girls at a boarding school. The publication 
describes the girls as being sophisticated in terms of their participation in sexual 
intercourse. The girls are shown participating in explicit sexual conduct with each 
other, their teachers and members of the local community. The explicit sexual activity 
is for the purpose of titillation. Given the imagery contained within it, the publication is 
strongly suggestive of the view that teenage girls not only fantasise about having 
sexual intercourse with adult males, but are sexually active and enjoy having sexual 
intercourse with adults. 

The publication Teenager therefore promotes the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. The Classification Office has therefore classified the publication 
Teenager as objectionable. 
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
